WASHINGTON-A substantial majority of members of the 
House Judiciary Connnittee would recommend the 
impeachment of President Nixon even if the evidence falls short 
of criminal wrongdoing, it was reported Sunday. 

The New York Times said a survey of 21 Democrats and 17 
Republicans on the committee '^produced a surprising consensus 
on the question that will be central to the outcome of the 
inquiry: What constitutes an impeachable offense under the 
Constitution?" 

The Times said ail of the 32 members of the committee who 
were interviewed separately agreed that Nixon would be subject 
to impeachment if he were found to have violated a law. 

"More significant, perhaps, two thirds of the committee's 
members 25~said that they believed the President could be 
impeached for conduct that was not necessarily criminal but 
constituted a severe breach of public trust," the Times said.

Jim Groot: FSU to Taiwan 



'Big business' blues 

"Football is big btisiness-and we're just not ashamed of it," 
President MarshaJl told the staff of the now defunct Tally Ho 
yearbook a couple of years ago. 

FSU's football liiis year was a big business thai went 

baiikru{)l. 

We the I ki in beau staft, that is have been accused of 
working against the tootball team, of trying to 'sabotage' the 
university's athletic ventures. People who think that have 
missed the point. We aren't "against" a friendly game of 
lootball. We're against an exaggerated emphasis on football. 

The problem is that a losing football season isn't just a losing 
football season, ft's a threat to the future of the institution. 

Sure, losing means disappointed players and discouraged 
fans. But it also means an erosion of the prestige of the 
university in the eyes of the public at large. To many people off 
campus, the university IS the football team 

We Me told tliat a lomg team mernis less money contributed 
to the imhrersity. It seems that big-money donors are usually 
b%-tBiie football fans. They don*t like 'loseis. " 

A winning team produces donations which pay the salaries of 
administrators and coaches who produce winning teams. A 
losing team means a lot of higii-paid officials begin to worry 
about the future of their jobs. 

A good response to FSU's Oil record would be increased 
emphasis on other aspects of the university worthy of 
off-campus note. We doubt, however, that this will be the case. 
We're sure that the major concern for the administration for the 
coming year is building a winning team. Should Coach Jones go 
or stay? How can recruiting be improved? What's wrong with 
the training program? 

It*s way past time Him Bonaense stopped. The pressure on 
coaches and players is uncalled for. The tenq)tation to win by 
any means is very real The puUic is led to believe that the main 
function oi a university is to produce trained footbafl 
performers for the public's entertainment; education appears to 
be an incidental by-product 

What Florida State needs isn't a new football coach or a new 
approach to training. What we need is a de-emphasis on 
football. If the only way this can be accomplished is to 
de-emphasi/e football at ALL colle^ and universities, then this 
should be done. 

A losing team just shouldn't matter that much. . . . 
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Jim Groot was a young man on the political make in 
February of 1965. In that month, he came to power on 
this campus as no one ever has before or since in the 
pursuit of the studmt body presidency. Tbe possible 
exception to that tniism hvcs today acron town in the 
executive mansion. 

But Groot! When Groot came to this campus, it was 
saddled with a ramshackk student govcrnmcnf that had 
been httle more than a rubber stamp tor the 
administrations of University Presidents D<»ak S. 
Campbell, Robert Manning Stro/ier and (iordon 
Black well. To his eternal credit, Groot changed a lot ot 
this and set some standards that would be emulated on 
every campus in this slate. 

In the late wmter election ot that year, Groot plowed 
hard in the political fields of the future. In a run-off 
against the old-line fraternity candidate, a partial day*s 
edition of this newspaper vanished from the face of the 
earth. It contained an endorsement of Groot by Fred 
Biletnflcoff, then one of the nation's leading college 
football pass-receivers. 

Both sides pointed accusing fingers and cried utmost 
foul. Perhaps in a backlash of symptthy, perhaps for 
more substantia] reasons, Groot won by a smklgen 
margin of 89 votes. Some of; the missing papers appeared 
like apparitions of the previous day around the pt)lling 
places posted on brick and cement, magnolia and pine. 
The man whose only political experience had been as an 
officer in the campus Young Democrats had beaten the 
old system, but it was only round one. 

The total expenses allov/able that year in the I SU 
elections was $65., a regulation that can only be 
described as unrealistic in the extreme and one that had 
been overlooked politely for a decade. When Groot 
weighed in at $64.10, ah onien of things to come raised 
up its hideous head. The honor court, composed almost 
entirely of members of the c^pposition party, acted as a 
body for impeachment and voted with unanimity to 
oust Groot from office. The defeated candidate. Jack 
Cannon, stayed above the fi^t (behind the scenes as 
well). : I 

Groot, a student governrnent outsider, never even a 
member of student senate, had cAme out of nowhere to 
burn the rule book and take th|e election outside the 
established methods of fair pMy. So the decision 
implied. 

Groot appealed only to lose again. But he was not a 
man to be easily discouraged. The story by now had hit 
the front pages of the second sections of the state's 
major newspapers. Cool undeirj pressure, he made a 
rational defense to the reporters! believing always that 
eventually the tide would turn his way. 

While he beseeched his foUovyers to . . . stand fast, 
weVe ri^t and somebody's going to recognize it,** that 
something came along. GrodtTs student attorneys, 
backed up by real legal musde; turned their voices to 
Dean Jack Arnold. Arnold, recently installed as Dean of 
Students, had come to Florida State after his retirement 
as a military officer. The advocates for Groot found at 
last a pair of understanding ^ars to pass final judgement 
in their case. ■ 

Arnold "reversed" the decision of the court. Groot 
would steer the ship of state, and there the matter died. 
But Groot*s career would ^lot. He had found a new 
friend in the personage of then Congressman Edward S. 
Gtvney who would see his inimeijse talents and take him 
under his powerful wing to the (kpitol and the hallways 
of the Senate Office Buldingjhi Washington, D.C. 

In 1968, Groot surfaced as J campaign worker for 
U.S. Senate Candidate Gumey. Some months after his 
election, Gumey surprised m^ny Vetenn G.O.P. types by 
appointing the former Young Democrat and student 
body president his duef of staff. Aroirad l^shington, 
Groot was seen rarely in too frivok>us a mood. Even as 
captain of the athletic teams representing Gurney's 
office, Groot was dead serious about his responsibilities 
and purpose. '< 

What happened in the ' intervening five years is 
beginning to see the "light of day" in a Miami U.S. 
District Court room where Groot was summoned last 
month to testify before a grand iury lookmg info charges 
that Gurney's office had bee« involved in a massive 
contributions shakedown of FWi.A. contractors facing 
the federal ax. In that Miami courtroom, Jim Groot 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment, llarry Williams, a former 
Gurney assistant, said he had hit the builders with 
thin^f-veiled threats and promises on orders of 
higher-ups and had turned the cash proceeds over to

I jrr> Warren led the parade 
of scorers for FSU, garnering 
20 points m the 24 minutes he 
played. Five other Seminoles 
also scored in double figures as 
FSU ran completelv away from 
the Flying Dutchmen out of 
Hempstead, N.Y. 

The only mishap that 
marred an otherwise perfect 
evening for Florida State was a 
faulty scoreboard that left the 
4000 fans present in the dark 
as to what the score was. 

But the fact that hardly 
anyone except the PA 
announcer knew the score fard 
he wasn't telling anybody) 
didn't bother this highly 
boisterous crowd that packed 
every nook and cranny in the 
ancient, out-dated Tully Gym. 

Their tremendously 
infectious enthusiasm had to 
have some effect on the final 
outcome, as they helped 
introduce ten freshmen on the 
two teams to big-time college 
basketball. 

Florida State displayed a 
tenacicMis defense during the 
opening game rout as 
numerous times it forced 
Hofstra into turnovers that 
resulted in easy FSU baskets. 

Hofstra also found it

*M iihkc the Board of Regents, the faculty 
iticnihcrs of the American federation of 
leacherb have had long experience m working 
with students," the AFT said in explaining their 
anti-visitation stand. 

"We know students to be mature and 
responsible individuals," the lesolutioo said. 

Dr. Charles Matthews, associate professor of 
Science Educatkm and AFT spokesman said, 
**Our feehng is that the students have a mature 
approach. We support students taking more 
interest in the development of pc^icy affectii^ 
their personal lives." 

"I was on the committee that proposed the 
resolution." Matthews said, "It passed 
unanimously." 

Ihe resolution cited the fact that, with the 
legal rights of adulthood and the responsibility 
to defend the country, it is *^unfair and 
unethical" for the BOR to deny students the 
determination of their own set of visitation 
rules. 

Dr. Neil Betten, assistant professor of 
history and AFT member agreed with 
Matthews. "The resolution said it. Students are 



mature enoogh to make up their own minds, demoostratioa 
c^MdaDy coaoeming sonethmg that affects needed, 
their peiaooal hvcs.** 

Betten termed it **str»iie** that the BOR 
has, for so long, taken it upon itself to dictate 
student morals. He likened the BOR's 
interference to a violation of the *iaiSKZ-fare" 
governmental tradition. 

When asked if he thought AFT's position 
was somewhat radical for a faculty 
organization. Bcilen replied, "1 don't see how 
anyone could call it radicaL In fact, when you 
really look at it, it's quite conservative. We are 
simfrfy in favor of supporting a 19th Century 
politkal ideal.** 

The possibility of receiving adverse publicity 
for their support of student rights did not alter 
AFT's decision. 

"I don't think that will be a new problem." 
Matthews said. "This resolution was not passed 
without careful consideration, but you have to 
be prepared to take the consequence." 

When asked how AFT viewed the Student 
Coahtion for Rights (SCR) decision to stage a 
sit-in as a protest demonstration against the 
BOR visiUtion policy, Matthews said, '*AFT 
has not taken a position on the sit-in, but 
re^onsible student action will be supported." 

As clarification of what "responsible student 
action" is, Matthews said that AFT had not WITH FINAI. 
considered the techniques used by the student worry about 
activists, but would be in favor of a n i ni#it table

Military concentrates on jobs and academics

It looks as thouf^ even the 
military is now concerned 
more with getting students 
through school, both 
financially and academically, 
>ind getting them jobs upon 
ilioir graduation, than with 
guns and tiuhtmg. 

The Reserve Otticers 
I raining Corps (ROTC). it 
seems, has quite a package deal 
to offer students; full 
scholarships, job training, 
guaranteed post-graduation 
employment, and even pocket 
money. 

There is a lot more than 
KMrning to fire a fkin, say 
KU I ( leaders. 

Inci>ming tieshnien. who are 
sohciied by ROTC through the 
mail, can elect to take one 
credit hour per quarter in or<ter 
to leam **the big picture" of 
the Armed Forces. ROTC 
students also engage in varimts 
community pro|ects. 



In the Air Force ROTC at 
FSU, "we try to get into 
campus and community 
action," Capt. Robert La Bar 
said. 

Fhre such projects got 
students off the drill fields last 
winter. *it wasn't just menial 
labor, either, and the 

organizations in town were 
glad to get this help," LaBar 
said. 

ROTC students built cages 
in a Tallahassee Junior Museum 
project and helped clear nature 
trails. They compiled a 
community service directcwy, 
with maps and narrative, and 
sent it to the Divisioo of 
Family Services for 
distribution. The students 
made the copies and generated 
the funds for the proiect. 
LaBar said. Other proiects 
in-luded cleaning up around 
some of the sinks in tlie area, 
helping to install sewers and 
the distribution of Utter 

baskets. 

«These activities help us 
assess the students," LaBar 
said. **We ask than to thmk up 
and orguiize projects from the 
beginning. This shows m 
kiitiative." 



"We're not shooting guns or 
dropping bombs," LaBar said. 
"We have students in 
management work. Corps 
training is in leadershq>, study 
of tactics, history and 
navigation. We don't march 
around drilling all day." 

Seniors in AF ROTC are in 
the flight instruction program, 
conducted at the Tallahassee 
Airport, which includes 36 
hours of private (liglit 
instruction. It costs the VS. 
Government $100,000 for each 
pilot's tramii^ LaBar said. 

'"When our men leave here, 
they go into jet training all 
over the country." he said. 
Last year's graduating class of 
49 yielded 25 pilots. 

Once he arrives at the junior 
level, an ROTC student is 
considered a **Gommissionee" 
and commits himself to active 
duty from two years in the 
Army to four years in the Air 
Force upon graduatiMi, when 
he becomes an officer. 

In turn for this 
commitment, a $100 per 

month ta-x-free stipend is paid 
to every junior and senior ui 
ROTC. 

Then there are the 



scholarships, «^k;h co$t the 
Pentagon some $30 mfllion and 
cover tuiticm and books. The 
average value of a scholarship is 

$1500, but they do vary 
drastically, depending upon 
where the student plans t 
attend school. The Li.b. 
(iovernment may spend S3,2{X) 
on an MIT student and only

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Israel holds burial 
for Zionist leader 

lERUSALEM - Israel Monday buried David Ben Gurion, its 
iron willed former prime minister who followed his Zionist 
dretmt from Pdand to Piyestine and hdped create the modem 
Jewish state. 

Ben Gurion's body was laid to rest beskte his wife Paula at 
Sde Boktr, the Nefcv Desert Idbtnitz he called his home during 

his latter years. 

His eldest daughter Geula, flanked by her brother and sister, 
wept as the simple wood casket was lowered into the rocky 

eartfi. 

Ben Gurion's son, Amos, picked a single flower trom the 
carpet of wreaths covering his father's grave and placed it on his 
mother's limestone tomb. 

Ben Gurion died Saturday from complications of a stroke he 
suffered Nov. 18. He was 87. 

As he requested in his will, there was no eulogy or gun salute, 
only prayers. 

Prime Minister Golda Meir and her cabinet attended the 
burial. Mrs. Meir, wearing a bUK;k mourning aiit, did not q>eak. 

As rabbis removed the ^aditional Jewish prayer shawl and 
the blue and white Star oi David flag from the cc^fin and 
lowered it into the grave, an army diaplain read from the 84th 
Psahn from the Old Testament. 

Fuel for farm use 
is 'tight to criticar 

WASHINGTON— Supplies of gasoline and diesel fuel for farm 
use is ''tight to critical" in some areas of the nation, the 
Agriculture Department reported Monday. 

A weekly survey of farm fud conditions also showed that a 
few f«mefs in nine states ram completely out of fuel foi a short 
time last week. 

The report indicated that part of the problem may have 
stemmed from confusion in operating a new mandatory 

allocation program for diesel fuel. 

The Office of Petroleum Allocation recently issued a notice 
instructing fuel suppliers to meet the essential needs of farmers 
without delays stemming from pre-delivery documentation. But 
this instruction "reportedly was not Altered through oil 
company channels to many suppliers of farm fuels," officials 
said. 

The survey said the "tight to critical" label applied last week 
in states where field work is still underway. Ofifidals said 
scattered cases of farmen ruruiing dsy for brief periods were 
received from CaUfomia, Texas, Nebraska, Tennessee, Alabnna, 
I^MPana, Flofida, South Cardina and Maine.

Nmcty-two per cent of 
college nc>*^paper editors 
believe that the quality of 
cducafinn in the I nitcd States 
IS imprnving l.ighty per cent 
tcci iluit civil liberties arc being 
thrcaicncd bv too much 
government inicrvenUon. Sixty 
per cent believe that society 
does not \mtt the ri#it to 
iegiilate tlie we of nMrijinna, 
while 80 per cent believe locaai 
iegiflation concerning 
homosexuality is Uitfustiried.

Although nearly 
three-quarters of the editors 
surveyed have confidence in 
the princqrfes of the Ameucan 
political system - aad nearly 
70 p^cmt feel that even 
though the American system 
may not be ideal, it is the best 
that is available in the world 
today 63 percent do not 
believe that the American 
system IS truly democratic. 

Seventy percent think that 
the economic structure of the 
UjS. necessitates a welfare 
system. Seventy percent also 
feel that the UJS. is headed 
towards a more socialist state. 

A significant result of the 
survey is that it shows 70 
percent feel that big business 



should concern itsdf with 
social re^onsilnlMy as much as 

with profits 

In the cultural realm, most 
editors felt the 
government is spending too 
little monev on the arts. The 
little that It does spend, they 
feel, IS the main motivation tor 
the production of art in the 
United States.

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FEA complains of 

contracts mess-up

Fifty faculty memben at FSU Kave not 
received contract! or letters of appointment for 
this academic year despite the fa^ tliey have 

been on the job since September, according to 
Gifford G. Hale, president of the FSU chapter 
of the Florida Education Association. 

The facuhy members iafolved,, have 
expressed concern because they have no 
confirmation of their faculty rank or the 
number of quarters they are to be employed 
during the 1973-74 academic year, said Hale. 

According to Hale, the situation has been 

reported to both the FSU administration and 
the Florida Education Association, but that to 
this date nothing has been done to remedy the 
problem. 

The faculty members concerned are a block 

of instructors related to one particular area of 
the university. Hale said. He refused to disclose 
which particubr area, however. 

Dr. Daisy Ftory, Dean of the Faculties, said 
that she has not heard of the situation. The 
contracts are distributed by the Provost and 
after being signed by the faculty members, are 



returned to the administrative office. The 
contracts are distributed after the university 
budget if approved by the BOR, wlw^ 
sometimes takes until September, she said. 

'There have been no cooqriaints to this 
olfice,** die sakl. 

Other administrative offkials ««re 
unavailable for comment. 

Hale cited two possible reasons for the 
noticeable absence of contracts, which he said 
were normally issued during the summer. One 

possibility, he said, is that it is a simple matter 
of negligence on the pait of the administration. 
The alternative explanation is that this 
particular group of teachers have been omitted 
purposefully. Hale would not speculate as to 
why this might be the case. 'The FSU-FEA is 
very disturbed over the bck of response from 
the administration," said Hale. *^e*re going to 
continue to work on everything we can find in 
regard to the nuiruigement of the university.'* 

*it is extremely odd that these faculty 
members have not received their contracts 
when every other teaching in the state of 
Florida has. to my knowledge, gotten a letter of 
appointment for this academic year." 



Dismissal rumor refuted 

Jones won "t be fired 



FSU President Stanley Marshall yesterday 
once again reaffirmed that l^rry Jones will

University. 

In a release, Marshall said: want to 
ic-emphasize that Coach Larry Jones will not 
be asked to resign or be released.** 

MarshaU made his comment after reports in 
two Florida newspapers that Jones might be 
asked to resign. Both ptpers also told of reports 
that some FkNrida State alumni were raising 
money to buy off the remaining three years of 
Jones' contract . 

President Marshall said he doubted that any 
substantial amount of money had been raised, 



but said "if any money is oftered to me, I will 
encourage the donors to place it m a 
scholarship fund for needy students." 

"Naturally, we don't like to tosc.*' Marshall 
sakl, '"and we don't plan to keep on losing. All 
of us recognize that some changes must be 
made on the heeb of a disappointing season of 
the kind we had this year, but there are many 

areas in which changes can be made not just 
personnel. Mr. Bndgers and ( ojch Jones will 
certainly examine every aspect of our program 
to strengthen it. Florida State has always had a 
winning tradition both on the athletic fields 
and in the academic program - and we plan to 
continue that tradition.

But it ck>esn*t sound fike the frequently groundless bitching 
that accompanied so many of the Tully Gym registrations. 
Many people are fast becoming disgusted with the entire 
exercise. The reason for that disgust was easily witnessed 
yesterday. 

In the Union, where students are supposed to pick up their 
completed class schedules, a line stretched trom the door of the 
State Room, past the escalator, past the elevator and around the 
comer to the second Hoor conference rooms. Not even during 
the last day of previous drop-and-adds was there such a group of 
people. 

"! wouldn't have minded the wait as much if I got the classes 
I wanted," said one studeni after picking up his schedule. "But 
I've got nothing I want. Nothing." 

Another student could be overheard saying, ''I got all the 
classes I wanted, but none of them are before noon. I 
specifically had asked that I have afternoons open, because 
that's when I have to work.*' 

At the Registrar's Office, students formed a wall-to-wall 
carpet during much of the afternoon. Some were wondering 
why they hadn't received their appointments in Tuesday's mail 
when many students received theirs' Friday. Others were 
inquiring about schedule changes and how the drop-and-add 
procedure would operate. Still others showed up to 
complain about the long lines and the wrong classes and the 
wrong times. 

Attempts to reach officials in the Registrar's Office proved 
futile as phone lines were tied up for the better part of the 
afternoon. 

"What they have done essentially is this," said one student 
who said he had "gone through everything." *They have taken 
Tully Gym registration and simply moved it into a smaller area, 
in the Union. It's not all that much different from the hassles 
we had to go through before. In fact, it's probably worse." 

The student went on to say that, at least, with the Tully 
Gym registration, any mistakes were usually your own fault. 
This time, all mistakes seem to be the fault of the university. 
I've never seen anything like it." 

The Flambeau sincerely hopes that these complaints about 
the apparent disorders that created them have come about 
simply because of the newness of operation. Many a good 
prc^ram has had problems at the start only to later become a 
smooth-running machine. 

The Rambeau also hopes that the entire computer 
registratiOTi plan is not a half-baked pie. We hope that the 
administrat(»s invohred with the initiation of the program knew 
the subtle particulars they were working with. We hope every 
possibility of a massive breakdown in the operation was 
anticipated and eliminated.

With Its reorganiy^tion of a year afo the UK had high hopes 

nt bnnginp a wide rjngc of entcrtainmcnf and activities to the 
stu ! ! r . Despite their enthuuasin, the UH, has failed to fUy in 

the biack. 

The factors which combined to cjust the present situation 
arc varied. But before wc can review the immediate problems we 
rmift momentarily discuss the framework ot the council. 

At the head of the UK are Sue Hanlon and Judy Coryell, 
their offictal job titJe being Educational Programmers. Both 
women are experienced m union work, Coryell having been at 
FSU for over three years, and Hanlon coming to FSU last Spring 
Oiarter from a similar job in New Orieaoa. It is their job to 
coordinate the overall operation of the council. 

Tlic UK is divided into five committees, with a student 
acting' as the coordinator for each. The five c:>mmittces. Name 
I iitt rt.iinment. Films, l eisure Activities, C ultural Fvents 
( peilorining arts), and tlic Col tec House, attempt to present as 
wide a variety of events and activities as possible to the 
university community. Ilic five ciM)rdiiiators, Reggie Harris, 
[)avie l-ce, Brenda Biown, Karen Valdes, and Michael Hirsh, are 
par a professionals, that is, all five receive a nominal salary. 
Pamicipation on these committees is on a volunteer basis and is 
open to any student wishmg to get invoKed. 

Funding for the five committees is decided according to

The 
I K receives its funding Irom educational programs, the l'fiu)n, 
and Student Government. The monev from the educational 
programs and tfie I'nion covers opcratmii costs and no more. 
The I K IS totally dependent on the Student Governincnl lor 
the funding ol programs. 

In the past few years. Student Government has funded the 
UPC with sufficient funds to operate a successful program. The 
1971-72 Senate set aside a SIS.OOO reserve for the UPC in case 
an emergency arose. In 1972-73 the Senate allocated $9,000 to 
the UPC. 



But wMi tile 1973-74 Seaate. nadcr the 
rhiites Thompson, m ahnipt abwt-fKe took

remaining S25,000 was originally earmarked for both the UPC 
and the Depository.

But no 
open dates coul J he- matched when booking for the show last 
Spring. Also an> super band is out of the question. Uton John, 
for instance, charges $30j000 for one perfonnaooe. The tack of 
a decent facility and the unavailability of the present facilities 
due to sports severely Umit Name Eatertunmaat's choices as 



the Depoeitosy, sBnrsting tftt whale $25,000 was the oa^f way 
to avaid returning to the poficy of chargmg a dhne to cash a 
check. The obvious result was tfiat Iht UPC was zero-budgeted 
for this school year. The UPC was then forced to tap the 
SI 3,000 remaiaiBf from the $15,000 eoKifeacy fund set up 
two yean agfo. 

With this money the UPC set out to provide entertainment 
for the University. The first concert featured the Earl Scruggs 
Review and John Hartford. The concert sokl 3,000 tickets, 
grossing $9,000. The $8,000 cost of the show saw the UPC 
losing money. Despite an above-average turnout, the concert 
was a financial loss. 

Next came the Pow Wow, a somewhat special case. The 
program was intended to entertain families, as well as students, 

with circus acts. Tempest Storm was to begin the adult segment 
of the show. The ensuing battle has been well publicized and 
need not be spoken of here. The fact remains that the show lost 
a good deal of its lustre and subsequently lost a pood deal ol 
money as well.

The Name Isn't Only Change 
In Student Affairs Division 



The Division of Student Educational SorvtcM* 
formerly known as Student Affairs, is sporting more 
than a new title these days. The Division bears the 
responsibility for several programs that, previoi» to the 
Univarsity reorganization, had reported to academic 
affairs. These imltsincltide Community College Affairs, 
Admisskms, and Horizons IMimited, in addition to the 
responsibility of academic advisemem and the 
administration of Basic Studies. 

President Stanley Marshall described this 
reassignment in October as one which will "enable the 
Division of Student Affairs to become a stronger 
advocate for studems in academic matters and to insure 
that basic academic services are operated and measured 
primarily in terms of improved services to students." 

In assuming these new responsibilities, the Division 
has set out to sharpen its focus on academic services. 
Therefore a new title has been adopted which more 
clearly reflects the thrust of the Division-that of 



educational services. 

Wi^ tfie reassignment of the aforamantionad units 
from academic affairs to student affairs, plus the 
addition of a campus recreation unit and a planning, 
budgeting, research unit to the Di¥ision. tfie 
organization of the Division had to change. 

Previously, the Division had been comprised of the 
Offk:e of the Vice President and five modular units, 
each of which was responsible to a director. The five 
divisional units were Career Developn^ent Services. 
Minority Student I Affairs, Resident Student 
Development, Ufijiiversity Counseling Services, and 
University Union Student Activities. These units jnd 
their proyams uvi remained in the Divtsion but have 
been affected by Xfr* reorganization. 

The Division of Student Educational Services nowv is 
divided into three major units: Student Academic 
Affairs, Residentail and Leisure Programs, and 
Planning.

The show, a BFA-MFA

photographic rs. can be seen

The eihibit dHiuld be of 
greatest interest to 
fffactitiooers, dflettantes and 
aficionados of the **Fine Art'' 
of photography: not only 
because both photographers - 
Ed Malics and Fred Endsley - 
demonstrate a mastery of their 
craft, but also because ihey are 
ainazifigly disparate in styie 
and tcdmiQiie. 

Endsley ex p et lm e n ts with 

photomontages, solarization 
tinted biack and v,hate, and 
mixed media (cra>on, ink. 
what-have-you); sometimes 
separately, sometimes 
competing in a riotous 
confusion of pnnt, tones, and 

. And sometimes he seems 
to get earned away by afl this 
profunon, and tfie ob¥i<iiis 
deverocss and ii^enuity of his 
design degmentes into mere 
cuteness: a iragueiy adolescent 
enthusiasm for Crayola cliches 
fas in the t - t: J montage with 
"Restricted lettered over the 
naked backside proffered by a 
bending woman ). 

These exceptions aside. 
Endsley has an apparently 
unfettered imagination, and an 
apparently unlimited capability 
of translating his conceptions 
into visMe images. 

At the other end of the 
stylistic spectrum is Ed Malles, 
whose classically composed 
and crafted photographs 
sometimes attain to the highest 
p<nsibiliiies of realistic art:

Haig says tape gap 



'disturbed' Nixon 



WASHINGTON White House chief of staff Alexander M. 
H'dig testified Wednesday that President Nixon was "very, very 
disturbed" when informed the morning of Nov. 15 that 18 
minutes apparently had been erased from one of his Watergate 
tapes. 

Haig, testifying at U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica's hearing 
into the tape dispute, said he himself had been ^'shocked and 
surprised** when infonned Nov. 14 by White Hoi^ lawyers. 

But he said he did not inform the President about it until the 
next morning because Nixon hml lad a **veiy (fifficult week** 
with the Mideast crisis. Haig believed the problem was 
**suf!iciently worrisome** not to burden the President with it 
until after Nixon made a ipeedi to a iealtor*s convention the 
next morning. 

"He was very, very disturbed when I told him this," Haig 
said. "He was almost incredulous it could have been made " 

Haig said he had to give Nixon two pieces of bad news that 
morning-both that there was a gap in the tape of Nixon's June 
20, 1972, conversation » with hjs then chief aide, H.R. 
Haldeman, and that the tape apparently was included amcng 
those subpoenaed by Watergate prosecutors. 

Until Nov. 14, White House lawyers had believed that 
''ambiguities** in the subpoena indicated the Nix(Hi-Haldeman 
conversation three days after the Watergate break in was not 
among those loii^t. 



Trucks jam highway 

Trudc drivers today jammed traffic on superhighways in 
Ohio and Indiana, and blodced movement for seven hours on 
both sides of the Delaware Memorial Bridge, a vital link between 
New Jersey, Delawai^ and Pennsyhfania. It was ti^ir tfiird day 
of protests against higher fuel prices and lowered speed limits. 

More than 500 truckers voluntarily cleared their rigs from 
the Delaware Memorial Bridge at about 9 a.m. after holding on 
the spot news conferences with scores of television, radio and 
newspaper reporters. 

Delaware State Police said they waited out the situation 
because arrests might "trigger violence or widespread traffic 
stoppages.'*

For one thing, it is difficult to "arrive" many places as 
there are no good access routes, especially from here. In 
the neglected panhandle, all we've got for passage to the 
west is an ever-unfinished 1-10, and VS. 90. a road 
plagued with curves, right and left turnoffs, merging lanes, 
and lights, lights, lights? Once to Pensacola, the supposed 
less developed sUtes of Alabama and Miaissippi at least 
offer swift panage througb them. 

Unfortimateiy, the driving h^ts of Floodians top the 
hazard created by an insufficient and inefficient road and 
highway system, in a presumably progresave, rather 
wealthy state, built on the social fact - or evil - known 
as the automobile. 

But. to the second concept of the infamous slogan, 
indeed, the only one intended, f am sure, "Arrive Alive," 
is reflective of the possibility, as Sgt. Earle Anderson, 
safet> education officer of the Highway Patrol put it. that 
'Sou may arrive otherwise." And a big reason you mav is 
that either (or both) you or the other guy is discourteous, 
unwise, ignorant and mindi^'ssiy going where he's going, in 
whatever fashion he chooses.

lo rebuild winiung football 
at fSlI. at this time, would 
require millions of dollars and 
it is money the university 
simply doesn't have. (The 
oft-repeated contention that 
football pays its own way, that 
the deficits are run up by 
minor sports, is nwrely 
academic n o w . The 
administration is acutely aware 
that a football season like the 
one |ust concluded runs up 
more of a deficit than a half 
do/en basketball seasons.) 

Nor IS there the possibility 
of large sums of money coming 
in from outside the university. 
There is not, at FSU, the large 
contingent of alumni and 
athletic benefactors who 
contribute heavily to other, 
more established collegiate 
football programs. 

There is, in fact, a 
likelihood that much of the 
outside money may be cut off 
next year in reaction to this 
year's fiasco. 

Money to rebuild would 
have to come primarily from 
within the university, and theie 
is very little loose cash. 

When the administration 
hastily ran the Flambeau into 
independence two summers 
ago. the move was not, as 
prolessed, \o relieve the 
president <)f the burden of 
lesptuisibilily for what the 
paper printed. The university 
needed the Flambeau mcxiey- 
student activity funds, inciden- 
tally -for athletics. Although it 



was denied at first, the money 
wound up in athletic depart- 
ment coffers. 

What was surprising about 
the heist was that it came 
during a run of gi»od football 
seasons If monev wassodireK 
needed then, the atliletK 
appetite will be ravenous after 
this year. 

A disquieting aspect of the 
crisis, though, is that even if 
the adminbtration could corral 
enough money for a rebuilding 
effort, it may be too little, too 
late It could never hope to 
collect enough cash to rebuild 
to a level of an Alabama, a 
Notre f>ame. even of a l lorida. 
The best f Sl' eould hope for, 
continuing to play the kind of 
teams it currently plays, is to 
gain the stature of a Mississippi 
State, a TCU or a Clemson. i.e., 
to pby .400-.500 IkiII. 

There should be other 
considerations. The fooltmll 
fan of today is a different beast 
than his counterpart of a 
decade ago. He is not as 
noisy, as wild or as intense . . . 
he IS more sophisticated. And 
with ttie exception of upper 
cschelon football schools 
(those that play lop 10 ball) 
college football, for the first 
time in years, is kising 
popubrity; attendance is 
dropping. The coming 
recession could cut even more 
deeply into its popularity 

Before the administration 
lumps mio .in ex|XMisive 
football rebuilding program, a 
program that would mean 
university-wide blood-letting al 
tnidget time, it should think of 
the consequences. It should 
consider, perhaps, a 
reorientation and de -emphasis 
of fhe game. A different brand 
of football, maybe I ho 
alternative could be mans 
years of embarrassment and 
trust ra Uon.

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SIRS forms provide hints for profs, evaluators 



The SIRS teacher evaluation 
foims, which students are 
comiitetiiig this week, pUy an 
important role in the 
promotion and granting of 
tenure of aJi teachers at FSU, 
according to Dr. Raoii Anecia, 
director of the Office of 
Evaluation Services and 



Darlene Heinnch. coordinator 
for faculty evaluation. 

The fact is, however, that 
few faculty members lose their 
jobs from ooosistently poor 
ratingi by students unless they 
are up for promotion or 
tenure.

Tortures developed 
from US ingenuity 



(ZNS) - "New Scientist" 
magazine reports that the 
United States has been a 
leading developer and exporter 
of various torture devices that 
are used extensively in South 
Vietnam, Brazil and Uruguay. 

According to the British 
magazine, one of the most 
bizarre devices h the 
^^Interrogation Room** used in 
Brazil. The interrogaticMi room, 
equipped with speakers and a 
t^vision screen, reportedly 
creates a light and sound show 
that can cause a victim to 
suffer a nervous breakdown. 

"New Scientist" says that in 
one torture session, images of 
the victim's families are 
interspersed with those of 
high-speed approaching trains, 
dizzying blasts of strobe lights 
and the sounds piercing 
screams. 

Other devices described by 
the magazine include what is 
called the "Piquada" - an 
electrified straight pin inserted 



under the fingernail; and a 
routine called the "Mad 
Scientist Torture" - which 
consists of a combination 
dental drill and electro-shock 
apparatus used to torture a 
victim in the mouth. 

Still another device is the 
*1ifitrioni Vest", said to have 
been invented by a former UJS. 
aid official muned Mitrioni. 
This method of torture uaesan 
inflatable vest in which the 
pressure can be increased to 
the point of crushing a victim's 
rib cage. 

In Uraguay, says "New 
Scientist", torturers tlicre use 
two drugs — one which causes 
muscle cramps and pain, and 
the other which produces 
mental euphoria. 



member who is being evahiated 
sees the resolu of his 
evaluations until he is up for 
promotion. He then must 
submit them to the 
administrative committee 
i^ch decides on promotion 
and tenure if he wishes to 
continue his career at FSU. 

Up to that time faculty 
members are given the 
opportunity to improve their 
teaching methods with the help 
of time and the Division of 
Instructional Resources and 
Services which provides 
counseling and instructions on 
innovative teaching methods. 

Student evaluation of the 
faculty is required by the 
Board of Regents. The SIRS 
forms are used only by FSU, 
though, and they are 
constantly being modified "to 
take into account suggestions 
from the faculty and 
students,'' said Arreola. 

Results of the evaluations 
are not made public for several 
reasons, according to Arreola. 
Publishing the results every 
quarter would be expensive. It 
also could label a teacher 
"^bad** before he had a duuice 
to change his behavior. Arreola 
also believes that pubHc 
knowledge of faculty ratings 
could be used to blackball 



individuals. This woidd defeat 
the purpose of the evaluation 
system which is desigped to 
benefit both teachers and 

students, he said. 

It is possible for students to 
change the policy of 
non-publication of evaluation 
results by proposing tfie idea to 
the idci^ty senate which 
decides mon the policies 
concernin| the SIRS, he said. 

**No oJe is dead set against 
sharii^ the information with 
the students/* Arreola said. 
*The question has never really 
been posed through the 
appropriate channels,** he said. 

Students should not fear 
honest evaluation of a faculty 
member, Arreola said. Results 
of the SIRS forms are not sent 
back to the teachers until the 
middle of the following quarter 
so a person's answers cannot 
influence his grade. 

"Student input is really 
taken into account," said 
Arreola in response to the 
complaints that the SIRS 
evaluation system has no real 
effect on the status of a faculty

The f Sli School of Theatre 
presents its final studio shows 
fhii term through Saturday 
night at 8:15 in Conradi 
Theatre. The three shows 
presented, "Box and ( ox 
-Man and Woman", and "The

Dumbwaiter*' arc products of 
Countryside Theatre, a 
performance group which will 
tour these shows throughout 
the Southeast next term, 
taking theatre to an 
unacquainted rural popubtkxi. 

The orgmizatkm's founder, 
PliD. student Randy Bolton 
diiects the group's activities, 
funded both hy the Theatre 
School budget at «cB as 
federal grants. 

The evenuig of three 
one-acts was a roost diverting 
experience although at times 
not a very entertaining one. 
The first play, "Box and Cox", 
directed by John Urquhart, is 
by far the best show of the 
evening. Set in Gay *90*$ 
Boston, the play centers 
around two men who 
unknowing^ hawe been dwiiig 
the same room and have had 
the same fiancee. 

John Viriglit is bright and 
amusing as the meticulous 
hatter. Cox, although his 
character is a bit too 
caricatured at times to be 
believable. In contrast to Cox, 
John Bailey's Box is 
contentedly stodgy with just a 
touch of Groucho Marx. Candy 
Foster is del%|itfiilly adequate 
as Mrs. Bouncer, the landlady. 

The set design was unique 
and very theatrical; the tubular 
cross-bar structures give the 
impression of looking inside an 
absurd Jungle Gym. John 
Urquhart's direction utilized 
the actors and the set quite 
successfully making "Box and 
Cox'' a thoroughly enjoyable 
show. 

Next on the triple-biJl was 
an improvisational 
p erfo r m ance: *'Man and 
Woman". A . theatrical 
rendition of the ww between 



the sexes, this series of ii 
begins wiUi a viable concept 
but fails to achieve a unity 
within its finunewofiu 

Good use is made of the 
tubular set pieces and theie are 
some very nice stage pictuics 
created with lighting and 
costume but the piece- as a 
whole does not measure up to 
its potential. Overall, "Man and 
Woman** is very theatrical but 
not very entertaining. 

The last work, Harold 
Pinter's "The Dumbwaiter" is a 
sort of black comedy about 
two matia-iype hit men. This 
play can be very exciting and 
humorous while macabre in its 
underc ur re n t but poses a 
difficult task for the actors 
inMmoch as the action tends at 
times to be more cerebral than 
physicid. 

This production, however, 
falls short of being a dynamic 
piece of theatre and although 
Pinter's. pace is markedly slow, 
the play seems to drag far vaxxt 
than befits the script. 

Randy Ser and John Wright 
give credible performances as 
Gus and Ben, respectively, but 
their characters seem unnatural 
at times. Emotional explosions 
arise from nothing, then 
dissipate, kaiving the »idience 
to wonder at thdar motivation.
